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In California, only 500 of the 25,000 police officers are female. 
No police department has more that 5% female. 


There have been no studies done which would indicate a positive 
correlation between effectiveness as a police officer and height 
requirements. 


Washington, D. C. now has a 5'0" = 751b height and weight minimum. 


The Bedford Stuyvesant female police officer is 5'3" weighs 115lbs. 
(White, Italian-American) Gnaizda thinks she would be a good witness 
in California case. 


There is no real experience on which one can draw to conclude that 
women cannot do police work. Those performing now "agree" the one 
area where women fail is in beating up people. Is that a legitimate 
police "responsibility"? 


There is no evidence of violent behavior against female police 
officers. Is it possible that female police officers lessen tendency 
to violent reactions against police? 


Is the bulky, strong police officer supposed to produce fear? Is 
fear a crime deterrent? 


Major fatalities in police work are by bullets, not physical force. 
Bullets kill regardless of size, sex, weight, etc. 


Isn't "service" what people want most from police? 


Gnaizda visited N. Y. & D. C. police departments - impressed by 
women he met (all white) 


Has suggested to Carol Schiller that FEPC hold hearings in August 
and invite people from these departments to attend. Carol to be 
invited (with one other FEPC person) to visit Washington department 
(paid for by Catherine Milton of Police Foundation) and come back 
to use information at FEPC hearings. 


Gnaizda has also talked to Bernard Orsi - suggesting he visit D.C. 
& N.Y. police departments with Police Chief Scott to assess their 
experience. 


Urban Institute Study (Peter Block) Pam Jerves (Oregon policewoman) 
also assisted. 


Gnaizda is willing to talk to BWOA on all this. 


Would like to get foundation and personal financial support to bring 
some of these people to California for hearings and for TV, radio 
exposure. 


Needs BWOA assistance. Should we schedule him for August BWOA meeting?
